The regul ar neeting of the Wllnmar Gty Council was called to order by the
Honor abl e Mayor Lester Heitke. Menbers present on a roll call were Mayor Heitke,
Counci| Menbers Verna Kelly, Denis Anderson, Ron Christianson, Bruce DeBli eck,
Dougl as Reese, Nancy Houl ahan, Ji m Dokken, and Ri ck Fagerlie; Present 9, Absent
0.

Al'so present were City Admnistrator Mchael Schmt, Cty Attorney Richard
Ronni ng, Parks and Lei sure Services Director Dal e Johnson, Public Wrks D rector
Mel COdens, Pl anning and Devel opnent Services Director Bruce Peterson, and City
Clerk Kevin Halliday.

Additions to the Agenda included N cole Pulsifer, Kandiyohi County
Comunity Volunteer Center; application for |ivestock; and appointnent to Zoning
Appeal s Board.

Council Menber Kelly offered a notion adopting the Consent Agenda which
included the following: Gty Council Mnutes of January 11, Municipal Wilities
Conmi ssion M nutes of January 12, Rice Hospital Board M nutes of January 13,
Aquatic Facility Conmttee Mnutes of January 12, 1999, Pioneerland Library Board
M nut es of Cctober 15, Housing Redevel opnent Authority M nutes of Decenber 8 and
15, and Kandiyohi Transit Joint Powers Board M nutes of Decenber 15, 1998.
Counci| Menber Fagerlie seconded the notion, which carried.

Mayor Heitke recognized Wl Il mar Minicipal Uilities General Mnager M ke
Ni tchal s who reported on proposed new rates for electric and water service. The
Muni ci pal Utilities Commi ssion passed a resolution dated January 12, 1999,
recommending the City Council’'s approval of an ordi nance authorizing the rate
increases. M. N tchals answered questions raised by the Council.

Council Menber Kelly offered a notion to introduce an O di nance Anendi ng
Rat es Charged by the Municipal Utilities Conmssion of the City of Wllmar, a
Public Uility, to be Effective for Billings Sent On or After March 1,
(electrical rates) and scheduling a public hearing for February 3, 1999. Counci l
Menber Christianson seconded the notion, which carried.

Council Menber DeBlieck offered a motion to introduce an O di nance Anendi ng
Rat es Charged by the Municipal Utilities Conmssion of the City of Wllmar, a
Public Wility, to be Effective for Billings Sent On or After March 1, (water
rates) and scheduling a public hearing for February 3, 1999. Council Menber
Kel ly seconded the notion, which carried.

Pl anni ng and Devel opnment Services Director Peterson presented to the Mayor
and Council an update on the WI Il mar Municipal Airport Project. M. Peterson
reviewed the conmponent steps of the process, which included the Master Plan
adopted Novenber of 1997 and approved in early 1998 by WMDOT Ofice of
Aeronautics and the Federal Aviation Adm nistration. The environnmental inpact
statement was recently conpl eted and the environnental review w |l be finalized
in the spring of 1999. This will be followed by an acquisition phase and
construction design and engi neering phase. A realistic construction tine period
was estimated at 2002.

Bruce Jaeger and Scott Brewster, of WIIlmr Air Service, were present and
answered questions regarding the length of proposed runways and ot her Counci l
concerns. This matter was for information only.

Mayor Heitke recognized N cole Pulsifer, of the Kandiyohi County Conmunity
Vol unteer Center, who explained the new central location for volunteers and



nmentors. It was noted the Center has 77 volunteers and 35 nmentors who serve kids
and non-profit organizations. The Volunteer Center is housed in the United Way
office and is always |ooking for volunteers and nentors. M. Pulsifer stated
t hat younger kids are volunteering and showing interest in their comunity. This
matter was for information only.

The Mayor and Council considered a Waiver of Application for Exenpt Permt
G220 submitted by the Warrior Lettermans Club for a raffle drawing. Follow ng
di scussion, Resolution No. 1 was introduced by Council Menber Reese, seconded by
Counci |l Menber Kelly, read by Mayor Heitke, and approved on a roll call vote of
Ayes 8, Noes 0.
